PRODU CATION CONTINUED TO LAG BEHIND 1974 FIRST SIX MONTHS

FAILED REACH 1974 SIX MONTHS LEVELS: DIESEL LOCOMOTIVES (SHORT 
FALL 27,600 UNITS) AND FREIGHT CARS (SHORTFALL 1 100 UNITS). 

4. PRODUCTION IN CHEMICAL/PETROCHEMICAL INDUSTRIES AND MACHINE- 
BUILDING/METALWORKING INDUSTRIES INCREASED 11 PERCENT AND 12 
PERCENT, RESPECTIVELY, OVER LEVELS FOR JJANU ARY- JUNE 1974. IN 
CONTRAST PRODUCTION IN LIGHT AND FOOD INDUSTRIES CONTINUED TO 
GROW AT LOW RATES, REACHING 6 PERCENT AND 5 PERCENT RESPECTIVELY. 
SLIGHT IMPROVEMENTS IN RATE OF PRODUCTION, COMPARED WITH FIRST

CUBIC METERS FOR FIRST QUARTER. 

5. ACCORIDNG CSA REPORT SALES (AS OPPOSED TO PRODUCTION) OF 
MOST FOOD AND CONSUMER PRODUCTS DURING FIRST SIX MONTHS 1975 
EQUALED OR EXCEEDED SALES DUJUNG COMPARABLE PERIOD 1974, WITH 
EXCEPTIONS FOR MARGARINE (ONLY 98 PERCENT) AND REFRIGERATORS 
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(95 PERCENT). IN SPITE OF INCREASED SALES IN MOST PRODUCTS, 

ARTICLE NOTES THAT CONSUMER DEMAND STILL NOT ADEQUATELY SATISFIED 
IN SEVERAL AREAS. OTHER SECTIONS CSA REPORT NOTE THAT PLANS FOR 
TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS, AGRICULTURE AND CAPITOL CONSTRUCTION 
OVF.RFUT.FTT.LRD FOR FIRST SIX MONTHS PERIOD.

INFORMATION PROVIDED PARA 2 ABOVE STILL DESIRED AS STANDARD 
INPUTS TO PRIODIC REPORTS ON SOVIET ECONOMIC PERFORMANCE.
